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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the applicant's remark defining annular 
as "shaped like or forming a ring," Fernandes discloses an annular opening (68) shaped like or forming a ring and about the vortex extender 
pin (74). 

The language of the wherein phrase in the last line of claim 1 reads, "the solids outlet opening comprises an annular opening about the 
vortex extender pin." The word about imparts ambiguity, as the word about does not clearly define the opening as a structural limitation for 
a space which extend from the exterior circumference of the vortex extender pin to the inner diameter of the tubular housing. 

As stated on page 2 in the Office action mailed January 21, 2009, "the word about is interpreted, as taught in Fernandes '558, to mean 
near, or in the region of, the vortex extender pin." (emphasis added) 

The claim must particularly point out and distinctly define the metes and bounds of the subject matter that will be protected by the patent 
grant. 
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
